A ROYAL WEDDING.

L o n d o n , July 
27.—The 
Prinoess 
Louise of Wales, and the Earl of Fife 
were married to-day at noon in the pri 
vate * ohapel of Buckingham palace. 
The weather was very dismal, a heavy 
rain falling. The bride and groom ar- 
rived privately. 
The Prince of Wales, 
the King of Denmark, the King of 
Greece, and other royal personages as- 
sembled in the Bow Ubraxy at 11:46, to 
await the ^ v a l of the queen and the 
bridal party. At a few minutes of 
twdve the queen entered the ohapel 
from her private apartments. A mo> 
ment later the bridal party appeared 
and the marriage was solemnized by the 
Aroh Bishop of Ganterbury. 


Owing to the limited space of the 
diapel at Buckingham palace the num- 
ber of those who could be present at the 
marriage was limited. It included but 
few outside the royal house and visiting 
royalty. Among those present were the^ 
queen, the king of Denmark, the king 
of Greece, the prince and princess of 
Wales, Prince Albert Victor of Wales, 
Prince (George of Wales, Princesses 
Alexandria and Maud, the duke and 
duchess of Edinburg, the duke of Gam- 
bridge, the Princess Beatrice and Prince 
Henry of Nettlebury, pnd Lord Salis- 
buiy. 


The royal guests arrived at half-past 11, 
and assembled in apartments of the pal- 
ace, adjoining the chapel. 
The groom 
arrived somewhat earlier, and was clos- 
eted with his best man, Mr. Henry Far- 
quhar. At a little before noon, the 
guests were conducted to the chapel, 
and just before the bride appeared, the 
groom, with his best man, took his 
place at the right side of the altar. The 
queen then entered, and this was the 
signal for the bridal party, which then 
proceeded into the chapel from the pal- 
ace and moved up to the altar, while

The bride was supported by her 
father. She was attired in a magnifi- 
cent white silk costume entrain, cut de- 
collette, with elaborate giamiture of 
valeninciennes lace, and the traditional 
orange blossoms. 
A costly necklace of 
diamond solitaires encircled her throat, 
a gift of the groom, while a miniature 
fan of saphires and rubies glistened in 
her hair. 


The bridesmaids were the Princess 
lifoud and Victoria of Wales, Louise of 
Schlesswig-Holstein, Victoria, Mary of 
Teck, the Gountess Fedorel Gleicher, 
the Gountess Victoria Gleicher, and the 
Gountess Helena Gleicher. 


The Prince of Wales gave the bride 
away, and in accordance with ancient 
usage, the queen formally signified her 
assent. 


The marriage was solemnized by the 
Archbishop of Ganterbury, assisted by 
the Bishop of London, the Dean of 
Windsor, Rev. Dr. Worthington, chap- 
lain in ordinary to the queen, and Bev. 
Heme. 


After the ceremony the bridal party 
drove to the Marlborough house, the 
Prince of Wales' residence, where ^ e 
wedding breakfast was given. Here the 
presents on exhibition in gorgeous pro- 
fusion were inspected by the guests. 


As the bridal party emerged from the 
Buckingham palace after the wedding 
to proceed to the Marlborough house, 
the immense crowds outside were forced 
to give way and a space of 2,000 yards 
was cleared 
a detachment of the 
royal artillery and horse guards who 
were on duty. 


The crowd cheered enthusiastically as 
the newly married couple drove through 
the dear^ space and the prince and 
princess of Wales received the same ova- 
tion. The same guests who were pres- 
ent at the ceremony partook of the 
breakfast toasts that were drunk to the 
bride and groom and to the queen and 
also to the prince and princess of Wales. 
The earl and hia bride will spend their 
honeymoon in Scotland. 


The bridal procession, before entering 
the royal ohapel proceeded,through sev- 
eral apartment» of the palace where 
there were guests who oould not be ac- 
commodated in the small chapel. 


The Earl of Fife was dressed in full 
Highland oostnme and wore the order of 
theOortor of Duff. The bridesmaids 
weie dressed in plush pink falle and car- 
ried boaqnets ofpink roses.

CoiiTTMBus, O., July 27.—A horrible 
tragedy occurred here this morning. 
Christian Wienman, one of the wealthi 
est and most influential citizens of West 
Columbus, at about 8 o'clock this mom 
ing blew his wife's brains out with 
shot-gun and then fatally shot himself 
with a revolver. 


WienBoan, who is a man past middle 
age was found lying on a sofa in the sit- 
ting room of the handsome residence, 
272 West Broad street. His arms were 
around his wife, who was stone dead. 


Police Surgeon Schultz was sent for 
and word was sent to Police Commis- 
sioner Dennis Kelly of the affair. The 
murdered woman was Mr. Kelly's sister. 
She and her husband had quarreled 
much. He was a machinist and wealthy, 
but was so irritable that a tragedy be- 
tween he and his wife has been predict- 
ed. Weitiman is not yet dead, but can 
not live throughout the day. 


This is the second double murder in 
the Weinman family. Christian Wein- 
man's brother was killed some years ago 
by their father, who then killed himself, 
l^e difficulty was in regard to money 
matters. 


The family has always been known as 
a passionate one, although some of the 
members of it are connected by marriage 
with the best people of the city. They 
leave six children, the oldest being 
daughter of about 
age.

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A SPOT OF BLOOD! 
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A spot of bloodi 
It mariu a grave at Lbdenwood and 
bears evidence to a bold robbery of the 
remains of a young woman. 


Located in a beaatifol and quiet qwt 
at Lindenwood is a monument marking 
the grave of Jenny Young. The re- 
mains were interred not long ago, and 
there is every indication now that these 
remains no longer lie in solemn rest in 
the dty of the dead. 


Relatives visited the place recently 
and were shocked to find that the grave 
had been tampered with. One end of 
the mound was sunken, while on the 
disturbed earth there was diBtin<^y 
visible a large spot of blood. 


These discoveries were made by Ifo. 
and Mrs. James Cairns, of 434 Broad- 
way, whose niece the deceased was,'and 
wiA whom she had made her home. 


Determined to investigate the matter, 
inquiry was made to Mr. John H. Dos- 
well, superintendent of the cemetery, 
only to elicit a response that the grave 
had been sunken by the rains and that 
there wife hardly a probability of grave 
robbery. 


This proved to be an unreasonable ex- 
planation, inasmuch as the persons 
recollected that there had been no rain 
since their previous visit, when the 
grave was in perfect condition. 


Looking into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the mystery there seems to be 
hardly a doubt but that ghotds have en- 
tered the cemetery at the dead of night 
and stolen the body of Jenny Yoiing. 


Who was Jenny Young? She was a 
young lady of about twenty years, and a 
teacher in the Hoagland schooL Pretty 
and accomplished, possessing a winning 
disposition that was a sparkling diadem 
to her young womanhood. Friends had 
she on every hand, who, when they saw 
her laid to her rest,'gave evidence of their 
great sorrow 
floral 
offerings that lit- 
erally covered the casket Undertaker 
Peltier, who had charge of the funeral 
arrangements, remarked on the universal 
r^(rethe noticed at the death of this 
young lady. 


Why would the body be stolen? The 
young lady had a peculiar deformation 
to one of her limbs, which the doctors 
for years had operated on without suc- 
cess. This would be the principal object, 
no doubt, in securing the body. 


Mr. and Mrs. Caims have been pre- 
vailed upon by their minister to let the 
matter go. "For, "said he, "you can 
better live in doubt than to open the 
grave and find Jenny gone." 


Body snatching is a penitentiary of- 
fense and in this case the state could 
order an investigation, but it will hardly 
be done uiiless the interested parties 
will authorize it. 


Prosecutor Robinson was seen by a 
S e n t i n e i . reporter and he stated that he 
would promptly act if there was ground 
to do so. Several points must be con- 
sidered. It is a well known fact that 
blood does not exist in the human body 
long after death; and if the body has 
been stolen as it is the impression, the 
robbery must have been committed soon 
after burial.

Tbe Oaln In tbe Aggregate A««e««- 
ment-Dno of tbe Beat sbow» 
ing« of Tbl« Kind for 
Year«. 


The state board of equalization met 
yesterday for the purpose of signing the 
report of the assessment of the iwlroad 
property in the state. The reix>n was 
prepared by the clerk of the board, John 
W. Coons, the deputy auditor of state, 
and it shows that the total valuation has 
been increased from $64,211,717 in 1888, 
to $16,241,532. It also shows that the 
miles of main track were increased dur-

What Is Courage! 


All men, no matter how brave they 
may be, generally experience fear in 
the presence of a danger with whicL 
they are not familial'. 
A soldier, whc 
wili without hesitation march ui) to a 
cannon's mouth, is frightened when 
some contagious disease makes its aj)- 
l)earance in the garrison or camp, while 
the physician, who walks among his 
cholera and typhus fever patients daily, 
unmoved by'the slightest fear for his 
health or life, would likely v aver in 
the face of a ba\bnet chijrge. 
Famili- 
arity in this, as in many other matters, 
breeds contempt. 
The soldier learns 
to 
nurse his sick comrade 
without 
trembling for his own safety, and many 
a military surgeon liaat lost his life or 
been grievotisly wounded Avliile facing 
death on the battlefield in the dis- 
charge of his duty. 


Not only is courage largely a matter 
of experience and education, but it is 
to a great extent under the control of 
the will. 
If left to liimseK, and with- 
out any higher motive to actuate him 
than the desire for his own safety, 
a man will generally do his utmost to 
escape from an imiDending danger, but 
when moved by some feeling which, 
for the time being, is paramount with 
him, such, for instance, as patriotism 
or love for others, or the fear of jjunish- 
ment or of ridicule, he will stand up 
and be shot at or incur any other risk 
rather than evince the slightest fear. 
Perhaps 
the strongest of all 
these 
emotions is that sense of seli-resi)eet 
which is possessed by the generality 
of men who have been liberally educat- 
ed or well brought up. 
This feeling 
enables them to exert their will power 
in such a way as to prevent the exhibi- 
tion of any .sign of cowarclice even in 
the presence of the greatest dangers. 


A story is told of two officers who 
were serWng together in the Peninsular 
war, which illustrates this volitional 
control of the manifestations of a pow- 
erful emotion. 
One of them wJiom 1 
will call Captain Smith, was remarkable 
for his bulldog bravery, -«111011 never 
failed liim under any 
circumstances 
when mere animal courage was re- 
quired. 
The other, Cai^tain Jones, 
was a good officer, but was tliought 
by some to be deficient in the contempt 
of danger which is, after all, the least 
qualification of a soldier. 
The l)ullets 
were whistling around when Captain 
Smith, riding up to Captain Jones, 
wlio stood 2)ale but collected at his i)ost, 
said, with the inexcusable brusquerie 
to be expected of .such a person: 


'"Captain Jones, you look as if yon 
were frightened V" 


"Yes," replied Jones, "lam frighten- 
ed, and if you were half so much fright- 
ened as I am you would run away." 


When, therefore, we hear of peojdc 
controlling their feelings it is not gen- 
erally in reality that the feelings are 
held in subjection but merely the ex- 
hibition of them. 
A person may pos- 
sess the power of preserving his equa- 
nimity in the jiresence of circumstancei- 
calculated to arouse an emotion sucl' 
as fear to the highest pitch, but is able 
to restrain himself from crying ont oi 
fainting or seeking safety in flight.—

CHAPTER I. 


A D E E P - L A I D PLOT. 


It vras a remarkable crime both in its concep- 
tion and in its execution. 
The conception 
showed great shrewdness 
and 
forethought. 
Every detaU was carefully planned and exe- 
cuted with remorseless precision. Still more 
remarkable, was the far-reaching and elaborate 
machinery set in motion to cover up the crime 
and to blacken the character of the murdered 
man. 


That it was the work of a conspiracy directed 
by men of brains aud having great financial re- 
sources at their back has been made perfectly 
plain by the evidence so far secured, lliev had 
a strong roUowing among the membership of

The plot has as yet been scai-cely half laid 
bare, and yet it reveals more intrit,'uo, more 
clashing of peraoual interests, more cold, calcu- 
lating \'illainy cloaked under the guise of patri- 
otism, more human passion and frailty, except 
in one particular, than can be found in any ro- 
mance of modem times. 


The one thing lacking to make it outdo the 
wildest conception of the novelist is the i)ros- 
ence of a woman. In spito of very determined 
eflforts on the part of the murderers' friend.^ the 
"woman in the case" is missing. The crime was 
purely political. 


What was the motive of this most extroordi- 
nary murder and what is the inner history of 
the conspiracy which led up to it ? 


The answers to these (luestions can only be 
f-iven under oath at the trial of the murderers. 
At present they are largely a subject of conjec- 
ture, or of conflicting partisan opinion. But the 
facts of tL-3 murder aud the events which imme- 
diately preceded and follow it throw a flood of 
light uiwn both. 


CHAPTER II. 


WEAVING T H E NETWORK OF MURDER. 


Dr. Cronin was an unixiaried mau, having no 
relatives in Chicago. He lived with a native 
American family, named Conklin, in a large flat

ill the "Windsor Theater Building, on North 
Clark street. There ho had bis olHce and re- 
ceived his patients morning and ov.ining. 


In the large Opera House BuiUling, comer of 
South Clark and Washington streets, he hiwl 
another ollioe on the fifth iloor. It consisted of 
two siuall roiiuis. Nos. 501 and .503. Tliese he 
used between 1-.Ì o'clock and 2 p. ni. for patients. 
They were also used evenings as a sort of club- 
rooiu or headiiuarters by his Irish l'rieinîs. 


llie window of room .501 and that of the liall- 
%vay looked out on a narrow alley running from 
Clark to La Sails street. At the other side of 
this alloj' was a house fronting on (.'lark street, 
which was let in offices and apartments. 
The 
windows ou one floor commanded a view of one 
of Dr. Cronin's rooms and of the hall outside. 


One J. B. Simonds rented tne floor of this 
house, No. 117 Clark street, the wimlow of 
which gave a view of Dr. Cronin's oftice. tiie 
blinds on which were seldom drawn down. This 
was Feb. 11). 


Simonds is described by Tliockmorlon. the 
real estate agent's clerk, as a man about 5 feet 7 
inches in height, stoutly built, with dark-brown 
hair, brown mustache, a nose that was almost 
Konian, blue or gray eyes, pleasant address and 
a slightly English accent. 


Two days later Simonds bought some furni- 
ture of Réveil & Co., and ordered it dtlivered at 
the rooms at No. 117 Clark sti-eet. He told Hat- 
field, the salesman, he wanted the cheapest 
things he had, for temporary use only. Ho paid 
other visits to KeveU's, buymg a large trunk aud 
a leather strap. 


Simonds' room was found to be vacant March 
19, and the occupants of the house could give no 
information concerning him. 
After the dis- 
covery of Dr. Cronin's body a Swedish express- 
man named Martin sen was found who had been 
hired to take that furniture from No. 117 Clark 
street to the Carlson cottage in Lake View 
where the murder was connnitted. 


A few days before this a man giving his name 
as Frank WiUiams, and having an alleged 
brother, rented the Carlson cottage in Lake 
View. The furniture from No. 117 Clark street 
was moved in, but the 
cottage was never occu- 
pied and an "invalid sis- 
ter." who was to keep 
house for the "Williams 
Brothers," never 
ap- 
peared. 
Mrs. Carlson 
saw Frank Williams in 
familiar 
conversation 
with P. O'Sullivan, the 
iceman, 
whose 
house 
was a few yards away,

T H E DOCTOB L U B E D TO H I S DOOM. 


Dr. Cronin was engaged with a patient in his 
office at his residence on Saturday, May 4. A lit- 
tle after 7 p. m. a man m a covered boggy 
drawn by a white horse drove -aja to the door anâ 
rang the bell violently. Mrn. Conklina opened 
theâoor aadlettaiin in. She got a good look at 
him, and. owing to his flurried, nervous man- 
ner, took particular notice of him.

Then bogus interviews with

away with a woman ; that he had fled from the 
consequences of disreputable and unprofes- 
sional practices ; that he was a British spy and 
was on his way to London to testifv for the 
Tim^s apiM?ared." One day it was in'Canada, 
the next in some place in the United States. 
In all cases they were telegraphed all over the 
country. All liore the eav-marks of the same 
authorship in Chicago. 


The story most i^rsistently circulated was 
that Cronin was a friend of Le Caron. The lat- 
ter was« said to have a list of three or four of 
his American assistants, which, by some means, 
had come to the knowledge of certain Irish 
leaders. These statements were always made 
anonymously, but were occasionally "fortified 
by pretende<l iaterviews with Le Caron him- 
self, cabled to this country by the Associated 
Press. The responsibility for Le Caron was 
finally fixed in the most public manner on 
Cronin's bitterest enemies, and it was proved 
that all these stories were the inventions of 
the murderers' friends. 


CHAPTER V. 


CHICAGO'S QUEER DETECTIVE WORK. 


The most astonishing feature of the case was 
the action of the Chicago police. Two days after 
the mysterious disappearance, Patrick Dinan, 
the livery-stable keei)er. whose horse and buggy 
were used to drive Cronin to the slaughter, and 
who recognized him from the published descrip-

tion. called on Captain Sehaack, at the Cnicago 
avenue police station, and informed him that 
his detective. Daijiel Conghliii, had hired them. 
After hearing this the Capiaiu put Coughlin in 
charge of the case. 


Coughlin's etforts were confined to two things. 
He eudeavored to frighten Mrs. Conklin into 
giving up to him Dr. Cronin's papers, to enable 
the police to "find out a motive for murder." and 
he circulated the rej)ort that the Doctor was 
alive. 
On the I^ake View end of the case Cap- 
tain Schaack put Detective Whaleii, a brother- 
in-law of Iceman O'Sullivan. 


Naturally, no progress was made in the 
search for the body, and the public began to be- 
lieve that 
the outcry of Cronin's friends 
throughout the countrj- was the result of jirej- 
udiee or malice. It is a notable fact that all the 
Irishmen since indicted for the murder, aud all 
those reasonably suspected of complicity, be- 
long to the faction of the Clan-na-Gael accused 
of the crime by Cronin's frieiKls from the t-tart. 


Tlie friends of Cronin were growing disheart- 
ened and the i)ubli(! tired of the whole Cronin 
niystei-y, when an accident le<l to the discov- 
eri' of the bojly. This in turn stirred up the 
police.

CHAPTER VI. 


T H E BODY FOUND IX A CATCH-BASIN. 


Late on Wednesday afternoon, May 22* a de- 
conn)osing l)ody, hacked and marred about the 
Lead, and tightlv tied about the neck with a 
towel, was fished out of a sewer catch-basin at 
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the corner of Evanston avenue and North Fifty- 
ninth S t r e e t . 
This mau-hole. or catch-basin, "ii 
about a mile north of where the bloody trunl 
was found shortly after the Doctor's disappear- 
auce. 


The same roadw ay leads directly to the catch- 
basin, and the place where the tnink was found 
is but a few feet away from it. The same road 
leads almost directly to O'Sullivan's ice-house, 
whence the Doctor was summoned by the mvs- 
terious messenger, who led him away from his 
home on the pretense that one of O'Sullivan's 
men had been injured. 


No trace could be found of the murdered 
man's clothing. 


On the previous day reports were made to the 
Board of Public Works in l.ake View that the 
sewer at the corner of Evanston avenue and 
North Fifty-ninth street seemed choked up, and 
that foul air in that neighborhood was begin- 
ning to be a nuisance. 


Nicholas Bosch, the foreman of the sewer 
gang, with John Finegan and William Michaels, 
his assistants, repaired to the place indicated 
and found the ditch at the east side of Evanston 
avenue partially filled with water, which was 
constantly escaping from a damaged 
fire-plug. 
About twenty feet north of the fire-plug is a 
catch-basin into which the water from the ditch 
should flow, just as it flows into them from gut- 
ters in sections that are paved. At this iwint, 
however, the sand had rolled down from the 
roadway into the onen ditch, damminir nn the 
water BO that it could not escape into the catch- 
basin. 


The men set to work with shovels to throw 
this moist sand out, wondering, as they dug, 
what could cause tbe terrible stench that per- 
vaded the atmosphere. 
This catch-basin, it 
should be explained is circuku', built of brick, 
with a heavy wooden top on a levd with the 
street. About fwo feet below the. top an open- 
ing is made in tbe side of the brick wall to the 
southwest, and a barred iron grating is set in, 
through which tbe water in tbe ditch should 
flow. With tbe excwtion of this side, which is 
open to the bottom of tbe grating, tbe circular 
brick basin is surrounded with dirt almost to 
the fetreet level. Wbilepeering through it Fore- 
man Boftch saw through the iron bars jsome 
white substance floating in the water inside the 
catch-basin, At first he thought it was a dog, 
and the men wondered bow a dog could have 
gotten into tbè place.

Tbe evidence of the teeth was suggested as 
valuable, and John F. Sranlan pried open tbe 
mouth of tbe corpse with a lead pencil. Cronin 
gold-flUed teeth, and i t was declared by 
those familiar with his appearance that tbe 
teeth in tne mouth of the deceased exactly 
matched with his. 


"It is unmistakablT Dr. Cronin's body," said 
John F. Scanlan. "I'knew it tne minute I en- 
tered the room, and was as certain of it then aa 
I am now. after making a more careful examina- 
tion. If I had nothing else to go by. I could 
identify him b^ the teeth. Cronhi had two 
large front teeth remaining on the upper jaw 
and the left eye-tooth was gone. 


"His lower teeth were dark in color, placed 
quite apart, and rounded in shape. 
I can 
identify the body also by the shape erf the fore- 
head, by tbe expression of tbe mouth, and even 
by the hair which remains, and the mustache 
and goatee. I belfove that he waa the victim of 
the foulest of murders. I believe that the fact 
that the Agnus Dei was untouched was most 
significant." 


Dr. Lewis, the dentist who last worked on 
Cronin's teeth, reached the station late in the 
evening and also positively identified the body, 
as did A. C. O'Keefe, who for many years waa 
Cronin's tailor. T. T. Conklin, the Clark street 
liquor merchant, in whose house Cronin lived, 
pronounced emphatically that the body was that 
of his missing friend. 


Mr. Conklin looked long and earnestlv at the 
bloated corpse. *It is the body of Dr. Cronin," 
said Conklin, his eyes filling with tears. "

have known him for twenty years and cannot 
l>e mistaken. I have Iieen in swimming with 
him and know him better than any man living. 
There is no chance for a mistake." 


Capt. Villiers, formerly of the Lake View 
iwlice, who saw the body before the loose haira 
of the mustache had been wiped away, was 
certain the body was Cronin's. Mayor Bolden- 
weck A-lewed the body and gave a similar opin- 
ion. 
John SuUivan, James Sullivan of the 
Vribune, Dr. Sichert of Lake View, Patrick Mc- 
Garrj-. Frank Scanlan, Joseph Byrne, Maurice 
MoiTis, and more than twenty other intimates, 
also positivelv identified the body as that of Dr. 
Cronin. 


John Buck, the barber who has shaved Cronin 
for nearly a year, was positive that the corpse 
was that of Dr. Cronin. He carefully examined 
the shape of the head and the texture of the 
hair, and declared that they compared exactly. 
Dr. Brandt, of the Cook County Hospital, who 
examined the hair found in the trunk, declared 
that it was the same as that on the head of the 
murdered man. Dr. Kuthford w as of the same 
opinion. 


A few days later the brother of the murdered 
mau came on from Arkansas and fully identi- 
fied the body. 


T H E WOUNDS THAT K I L L E D . 
Dr. Gray, who made the first examination of 
the body after its arrival at the station, de- 
scribes the wounds as follows : 


"There are five wounds. No. 1 is on the front 
rarietal suture, just here," and he took up a

"Tbe fourth i^ on the left temple, and ia only 
one inch lon^'. The rest are about an inch anil 
a half in length. The fifth is u, crushing wound 
ininifdiately belovt the external angle of the 
left eye. This one fractured the cheek l>one. 
and niust liavo been delivered with great force." 


"The absence of wonnds on the hands," 
said Walter V. Havt. Health Insi)ector, "would 
indicate that the first blow, wliicnever one of 
the.^e five it v.as, was delivered unawares; 
otherwise there would have been a struggle 
which would have left its inark on the hands or 
arms, either in-etriking or in warding ofi' blows. 
He must have been surprised aud atuuned at the 
first l)low." 


Dr. J. K. Brandt. President of the Ccok Coun- 
tv Hospital staff, who 
also examined 
the 
w'ouiids. said the blows must have been made 
bv -•^oine v-liarp instrument, jwrbaps an ice-pick 
He said if the instrument had not been sharp 
the skull would have been fracturwl, whereas ic 
was onlv indented or marked by the blows. Dr. 
Brandt examined the hair found in th« trunk on 
Evanston avenue, and statetl that it was Dr. 
Croiiiu's hair. 


T H E FUNEP.AL. 


The funeral, which took place on the follow- 
ing Simdav. was, pcrhags, the most remark- 
able ever seen in Chicago. .\n immense crowd 
thronged the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name, 
w here the services took place, and ten thousand 
men marched in procession behind the bier. The 
streets along the route were packed with iieo- 
IJle who stood with bared heads as the funeral 
cortege passed. Many

ARRESTS OF SUSPECTS. 


The arrest of Woodruff, alias Black, the 
horsethief, and his numerous and varied "con- 
fessions," and later the arrest of Detective 
CoughUn and Iceman O'Sullivan, showed at last 
that the police were on the track of the murder- 
ers. Then the finding of the cottage, with its 
blood-stained floors and blood-bespattered walls, 
its broken and disordered furniture, and all the 
other marks of the foul crime, gave the final key 
to the mysterj-.

A market for Stolen Bonds. 


With the exception of the police and 
of the bank robbers very few persons are 
aware that London is the great market 
for the disposal of stolen bonds, share 
certificates, and scrip of eveiy denomi- 
nation. Incredible though it may ap- 
pear« the transactions in this particular 
class of "plunder" are carried on with 
tho'utmost publicity and without any 
danger of interference on the part of the 
Scotlwtd Ysurd police. 
This strange im- 
munity is due to the fact tiiat according 
to the terms of the English law on the 
subject, a thief can give 'a good title to 
nen)t^ble paper, which he has stolen 
ana to which therefore he has no title 
himself. The bank robber is periMtij 
able to make a valid transfer to a H M 
person of the bonds which hehsmtolit.

IN his 
recently 
iTiblished recol- 
ections of Gen- 
eral Grant. Mr, 
Geo, W. Childs 
relates. the fol- 
lowing incidents 
illustrative of the 
General's extra- 
ordinary memory 
for 
faces 
and 
names: 


"They came to 
my house and we walked across the 
lawn to the General's. 
He sat on the 
piazza and could not stand alone, but 
was on his crutches, and was presented 
to every one of them, shaking hands 
with each one. 
He would say to one 
gentleman, 'How are you. Professor? 
I met you in Liverpool;' and to anoth- 
er, 'Why, how are you ? I met you in 
LondonV and 'I am glad to see yoii; I 
met you in Manchester.' 
So he recog' 
nized each of these visitors as soon as 
he laid eyes on them, and they said tq 
me afterward, 'Why, I only met him 
casually once with a party of peoijle.' 


"This power of recognition was re- 
markable. 
I 
asked 
him aftei-ward 
whether he had lost the power. 
Ho 
answered: 
'No, I have not lost the 
power. 
If I fix my mind on a person t 
never forget him; but I see so many 1 
don't always do it.'

A MODEL 85,000 HOUSE. 


BY R. W. SHOrrELL, ARCIIITEOT. 


CopyiiKhied by the Author. 


A stagnant pool of water, afloat with 
decaying vegetables and bordered with 
old tomato cans, Ajrould not be accepted 
as a beautiful site for a house, except, 
perhaps, by a credulous blind man. But 
it is not unusual for the owner to so iliy 
protect the cellar excavation that he is 
provided with just such a pool under 
his^new bouse. 


1 irst for health reasons, and then for 
comfort and usefulness, it is very im- 
portant that the cellar should be dry 
and pure. 


Do not excavate to 8 greater 
depth 
than is actually necessary. After level- 
ing and smoothing the cellar bottom it 
should be thoroughly 
cemented. 
A 
good concrete consisting of four parts of 
gravel or sharp sand, and one part of 
fresh cement should be spread over the 
bottom to a thickness of 
inches or 
more, adding water to "float it to an 
even surface. When the concrete has 
partly set, the surface should be floated 
with a coating J to J inch thick of pure 
Portland 
cement, which 
insures a 
smooth, hard suriace. 


To prevent water oozing through the 
cellar walls, use cement-mortar in place 
of ordinary mortar in laying up the 
walls, and coat the outside of the walls 
with cement or asphalt. 
In a clayey or 
springy soil, place drains outside of and 
near the footings of the cellar walls. 


There should be an ample number of 
cellar windows to admit light and air, 
and it is well to build a ventilation fiue 
in one of the chimneys, opening near the 
floor. 


Brief description of the design illus- 
trating this article: 


Size of structure: Width, 36 feet 2 
inches, including veranda; depth, 48 
feet 4 inches, including veranda. 


Heights of stories: Cellar, 7 leet; first 
story, 9 feet 6 inches; second story, 9 
feet; attic otory, 8 feet 6 inches. 


Materials for exterior walls: Founda- 
tions, stone; first story, clapboards and

shingles; second story, shingles; gables, 
panels and shingles; roof, shingíee". 


Interior finish: Hard, white plaster 
in first and second stories; cellar ceiling 
plastered one rough coat; attic rooms 
and passage plastered two coats; plaster 
cornices and centers in the main hall 
and principal rooms of the first story; 
trim of first story, ash; trim of all other 
rooms, soft wood; hardwood staircase. 


Accommodations: 
The 
principal 
rooms and their sizes, closets, etc., are 
6hov. n by the floor plans given heie- 
witL, beside which there are three bed- 
rboms, and a passage 
in 
ttie attic. 
There is a cellar under tha whole house, 
that 
part of 
it which is under the 
kitchen 
being 
used 
as 
a 
laun- 
dry. 
The plumbing includes 
boiler 
and 
sink 
in 
the 
kitchen, 
stat- 
ionary waehtubs 
in 
the 
laundry, 
servants' 
water closet in the 
first 
story, 
bath 
tub, 
wash 
bowl 
and 
water 
closet 
in 
the 
second 
story, with hot and cold water supply 
and all necpssarv waste pipes, traps, 
etc., inside the house. The drainatre 
outside of the house cannot be planned, 
nor its cost closely estimated until the 
location of the house is determined. 


The cost, m tne vicinity of New York 
City, with frame walls, 15,000. The cost 
may be reduced to ^,500 by omitting 
the attic finish, the servants' water- 
closet, all plaster cornices, centers and 
arches, two of the fireplaces, and by 
substituting soft wood for all hardwood. 
Retaining the interior finish and accom- 
modations as first described, but in place 
of frame walls substituting stone for the 
first story and brick for the second 
Etory, which improves the exterior ap- 
pearance, increases cost about f1,300. 


Special features: The exterior ap- 
pearance of a '^square" house like this, 
iiaving sufficient irregularity to save it 
from being commonplace, fairly indi- 
cates that the owner has good judgment 
and a cultivated taste; it indicates, also, 
that the owner is well-to-do. 
With the 
attic rooms finished, the interior atlords 
ample and elegant accommodations for 
a family of good size, with room to 
spare for the requirements of hospitali- 
ty.

Their Curious IHfode of Healins. 


-4 O K 
twelve or 
pthirteen years I 
have been a resi- 
d e n t 
of 
t h e 
United 
S t a t e s . 
Some years ago I 
d e t e rmined to 
study the profes- 
sion of medicine, 
and when I grad- 
u a t e from the 
Long Island College Hospital, as I 
cx- 
pect to do next March, I will have the 
honor to be the first Chinaman to prac- 
tice medicine in tliis country according 
to the English methods. 
Of course 
the system of medicine pursued in the 
western hemis2)here is far superior to 
that which prevails in China, and the 
more intelligent part of my country- 
men freely confess this fact, and are 
now willing to employ the practition- 
ers of the modern school in preference 
to the followers of the ancient Chinese 
method. 
In some respects, however, 
the old method contains the element of 
coijxmon sense; in the case of a fever, 
for instance, they give the patient a 
decoction made out of certain kinds of 
herbs. 
This causes him to perspire 
freely, and the fever Avill be quickly di- 
minished. 


The system of medicine {if it can 
be 
called a system) practiced by the Chi- 
nese must seem very curious to the in- 
habitants of the western hemisphere. 
It is someAvhat startling to learn, for 
instance, that in China any man can 
pursue the profession of a jshysician; 
no special ediication or diploma is nec- 
essary. 
Any man that tliinks he is es- 
pecially empowered to cure diseases, 
hangs his sign out and waits for pa- 
tients. 
If he is successful and has 
plenty of patients and makes cures, no- 
body questions that he is a learned 
man in his profession. 
The medicines 
of the Chinese have been handed down 
for many generations back. 
A large 
number of their medicines are taken 
from animals, not less than 91 kinds; 
from foAvls and birds, 34 kinds; IVom 
bugs, Avornis, snakes, sliell-iish, 
tur- 
tles, flies, etc., i>y kinds; fruits, 40 
kinds; of the calibage', turnip and mel- 
on families, (52 kinds. 
Ciiinese drug- 
gists generallv haA'e on tlieir shelves 
from GOO to 1,000 different kinds of 
medicine. 


The Chinese medical Avriters do not 
knoAV of Harvey's theory of the circu- 
lation of the blood; they make no dis- 
tinction betAveen venous and arterial 
blood. 


They do not believe in the existence 
of a stomach. 
They think that the in- 
ternal viscera is a sort of tree, the root 
of the tree being situated in the pelvic 
region. 
According to their theory the 
seat of intelligence is not in the brain, 
but is measured by the size of a man's 
heart—the larger his heart the more 
intelligence he is possessed of. 
The 
seat of a man's affections is located in 
the liver. 


The department 
of surgery 
can 
scarcely be said to exist in China. 
A 
few of the native physicians have been 
taught some of the principles of oper- 
ative surgery by some of the foreign 
I)]iysicians. 
They have no surgical in- 
struments and none of the excellent 
contrivances Avhich modern science has 
provided for the relief of injuries, de- 
formities, and diseases. 
Their 
sur- 
geons set broken limbs. Not long ago 
a specialist in this de^iartment, Leon 
Jack, arrived from San Francisco and 
oxjened an oflftce in New York. 
When 
a man's arm is broken the bones Avill 
be united, Avashes and salA-es will be 
liberally applied, then bandages, and 
over all the dried, stiff bark of a tree 
wdth the concave side fitting to the 
arm, bound tight; in such a case na- 
ture generally assists in the cure and 
the arm w^ill be sound and strong in a 
few weeks.

We all know hoAv to talk, and there 
is a certain quota of Avords pitt on tlie 
tongue of every man just as the song is 
given to the canary bird or to the 
robin.

natural si^eech, or the wwds Avhich 
nature gives to everv one, the illiterate 
human being cannot go. 
His vocabul- 
ary is limited until he become a 
student. 
Then it begins to Aviden, and 
there is no boundary line to its possi- 
bilities. 
The writer who imagines he 
can give additional emphasis to a com- 
position by the use of large words is 
greatly mistaken. 
The economy of the 
reader's attention is absorbed in under- 
standing and applying these big words, 
and there is little of the mental energy 
Ifeft with which to digest the idea 
which these long words contain. 
The 
picture which is brought before his 
mental vision is therefore dim and un- 
certain, If the writer would give more 
prominence to the idea and less to the 
verbal frame; in other Avords, if he 
would use simple language, which by 
contrast would bring out the idea, he 
would not only economize his reader's 
mental energy, but would benefit liim- 
self by making himself more easily un- 
derstood. 
The mind is not able to do 
more than one thing at a time and do 
it well. 
It cannot delve into the mys- 
teries of a many-syllabled word and 
comprehend the thought in a proper 
manner at once. 
Does the man say 
that he cannot write a book or an article 
with little words? 
Then he is very 
wrong. 
If he knew how many little 
-words are in the speech of the land he 
would not say that he cannot find those 
small words. 
And it may be said that 
these small words have more force than 
the big words, because the soul of the 
tongue, or it would be more fit to say 
•peedi, is to be found in the short 
words more than in the long. 
In this 
aU the men who write on words think 
M one. 
They feel that the very life of 
the thing is shown in the short word.

The theory is that they are made 
only for marriage. 
Marriage is a com- 
mercial affau-, settled not by the inter- 
ested parties, but by their parents— 
actual barter and safe.

contracted in childhood and consum- 
mated when the boy-husband and girl- 
wife are in their early teens. 
After 
marriage the woman disappears, is ob- 
literated, is absorbed in the man.

The character of • man may, like the 
character of a people, be i n d i ^ by his 
estimation of women. 
The lower he is 
in the scide of hnnuuiity, the less he 
amounts to as an individual, the poorer 
is apt to be his opinion of her. 
An in- 
ferior man is likely to speak of woman 
patronizingly if not slightingly, as mem- 
bers of the softer or weaker sex, writes 
J. H. Browne in Once a Week. 
He 
admits that their hearts and intentions 
are good, intimating that their minds 
and acts will not bear scrutinizing. 
But a man of intellect and insight, 
capable of understanding and sympa- 
thizing with women, will seldom accept 
such judgment. 
He is qualified to ap- 
preciate them mentally, to see that 
they are often cleverer than himself; 
their instincts are corrector, their per- 
ceptions 
clearer, 
their 
intelligence 
quicker. 


This seems to be true, surely, of 
American women, who have many ad- 
vantages that women of other nationali- 
ties do not have. 
They are treated 
with far more consideration and chiv- 
alry, held in much higher regard than 
their transatlantic sisters. 
Europeans 
think they are spoiled by brothers, hus- 
bands, fathers; but they show their 
spoiling in very creditable ways—in indi- 
viduality, in independence, in poise of 
nature. 
A common foreign criticism is 
that they are superior to their country- 
men, particularly in agreeableness, in 
the faculty of being interesting, in 
whatever pertains to manners and social 
culture. 
The reason may be that they 
have opportunities for development and 
improvement denied to our men, who 
are immersed in business to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. 
The money 
that these make they «lavish on wives 
and daughters, who are thus enabled to 
travel, to increase their knowledge and 
experience, to perfect the graces, to add 
to their personal charms. 


How constantly we 
meet 
women 
whose husbands and fathers have pros- 
pered in their affairs, though they all 
had humble antecedents and small be- 
ginnings. 
The women appear elegant, 
well bred, distinguished, as if they had 
been born to their elegant surroundings. 
But the men are awkward, 
evidently 
strange to their altered circumstances, 
emphasizing the fact by their constrained 
behavior. 
They cannot leam so speed- 
ily, they cannot adapt themselves to 
the now and untried, they cannot be 
recreated, like women, with whom am- 
bition is merely equivalent to perform- 
ance ; who absorbs through her 
pores; 
whose idea and ideal may be made con- 
junctive. 
She may not possess the 
breadth and depth of intellect, 
the 
weighty wisdom, the profound learning 
of her partner in life and destiny, 
but 
every indication is that she is cleverer 
where environment favors and motive 
is urgent. 


She talks better; her letters and 
much of her writing are more graceful, 
more picturesque, more eloquent; her 
esthetic and artistic sense is finer; her 
minor mentality is much in advance ol 
his. 
She can often accomplish what 
he cannot when delicacy, tact, 
adroit- 
ness, instant tact are required. 


In this land, where woman is not 
only respected, but honored and revered 
as she is nowhere else, she is rarely ii 
ever dull— albeit the same may not be 
said of men. 
She is clever by right oi 
birtli and by reason of her sex; clevei 
by inheritance, by association, by cus- 
tom, by recognition, and preferment.

With an insight into haman nature 
snch 81 no other man ever reached, Sol- 
omon, in my text, sketches the mental 
operations of one who, having stepped 
aside from the path of rectitude, desires 
to return. 
With a wish fot something 
better be said: "When shall I awake? 
When shall I come oat of this torrid 
nightmare of iniquity?" 
But, seized 
npon by uneradicated habit, and forced 
down bill by his passion, he cries out: 
"I will seek it yet again. I will try it 
once more." 


Our libraries are adorned with an ele- 
gant literature addressed to young men, 
pointing out to them all the dangers and 
perils of life—complete maps of the voy- 
age, sbowing.all the rocks, the quick- 
sands, the shoals. But suppose a man 
has already made shipwreck; suppose he 
is already off the track; suppose he has 
already gone astray. How is he to get 
back? That is a field comparatively un- 
touched. I propose to address myself 
to such. There are those in this audi- 
ence who, with every passion of their 
agonized soul, are re'ady to bear such a 
discussion. They compare themselves 
with what they were ten years ago, and 
cry out from the bondage in which they 
are incarcerated. Now, if there be any 
here, come with an earnest purpose, yet 
feeling they are beyond the pale of 
Christian sympathy, and that the ser- 
mon can hardly be expected to address 
them, then, at this moment, I give them 
my right band, and call them brother- 
Look up! There is glorioos and trium- 
phant hope for yon yet. I sound the 
trumpet of Gospel deliverance. 
The 
church is ready to spread a banquet at 
your return, and the hierarchs of Heaven 
to fall into line of bannered procession 
at the news of your emancipation. 
So 
far as (jrod may help me, I propose to 
show what are the obstacles of your re- 
turn, and then how yon are to surmount 
those obstacles. The first difficulty in 
the way of your return is the force of 
moral gravitation. Just .is there is a 
natural law which brings down to the 
earth anything you throw into the air, 
so there is a corresponding moral gravi- 
tation. In other words, it is easier to go 
down than it is to go up; it is easier to 
do wrong than it is to do right. Call to 
mind the comrades of your boyhood 
days—some of them good', some of them 
bad—which most affected you? Call to 
mind the anecdotes that you have heard 
in the last five or ten years—some of 
them are pure and some of them inpure. 
Which the more easily sticks to j'our 
memory? During the years of your life 
you have formed certain courses of con- 
duct—some of them good, some of them 
bad. To which style of habit did you 
the more easily yield? Ah, my friends, 
we have to take but a moment of self in- 
spection to find out that there is in all 
our souls a force of moral gravitation! 
But that gravitation may be resisted. 
Just as j'ou may pick up from the earth 
something and hold it in your hand to- 
ward Heaven, just so, by the power ot 
God's grace, a soul fallen may be lifted 
toward pence, toward pardon, toward 
Heaven. 
Force of moral gravitation in 
every one of us, but power in God's 
grace to overcome that force of moral 
gravitation. 


The next thing in the way of your re- 
turn is the power of evil habit. I know 
there are those who say it 
very easy 
for them to give up evil" habits. 
I do 
not believe them. 
Here is is a man 
given to intoxication. 
He knows it is 
disgracing bis famil.y, destroying his 
property, ruining him, body, mind, and 
soul. 
If that man. being nn intelligent 
man, and loving his family, could easily 
give up that habit, would he not do so? 
The iact that he does not give it up 
proves it is hard to give it up. 
It is a 
very easy thing to sail down stream, the 
tide carrying you with great force; but 
suppose you turn the boat up stream, is 
it so easy then to row it? As long as we

skating, and the. ice waa veiy thin, and 
some one .warned the oompaoy back 
from the air hole, and finally warned 
them entirely to leave the place. But 
one young man, with bravado, after all 
the rest bad stored, cried ont: "One 
round more!"

ooroae. My friends, there are thousands 
and tens of thousands of men losing 
their souls in that W4y. It is the one 
round more. 


1 have also to say that if a man wants 
to return from evil practices society re- 
pulses him. Desiring to reform he says, 
Now. I will shake off my old associates, 
and I will find Christian companion- 
ship." And he appears at the church 
door some Sabbath day, and the usher 
greets him with a look, as much as to 
say, 
"Why, you here? Yo.u are the 
last man I ever expected to see at church! 
Come, take this seat right down by the 
door!" Instead of saying, "Good morn- 
ing; I am glad you are here. Come; I 
will give you a first-rate seat, right up 
by the pulpit." Well, the prodigal, not 
yet discouraged, enters the prayer meet- 
ing, and some Christian man with more 
zeal than common sense,^ says, "Glad to 
see you. The dying thief was saved, 
and I suppose there is mercy for you!" 
The young man, 
disgusted, chilled, 
throws himself back on his dignity, re- 
solved he never will enter the house of 
God again. Perhaps not quite fully dis- 
couraged about reformation, besides up 
by some highly respectable man he used 
to know going down the street, and im- 
mediately the respectable man has an 
errand down some other street! Well, 
the prodigal, wishing to return, takes 
some member of a Christian sssociation 
by the hand, or tries to. The Christian 
young man looks at him, looks at the 
faded apparel and the marks of dissipa- 
tion, and instead of giving him a warm 
grip of the hand, offers him the tip end 
of the long fingers of the left hand, 
which is equal to striking a man in the 
face. 


Oh, how few Christian people under- 
stand how much force and gospel there 
is in a good, honest 
handshaking! 
Sometimes, when you have felt the need 
of encouragement and some Christian 
man has taken you heartily by the hand, 
have you not felt that thrilling through 
every fiber of your body, mind and soul, 
an encouragment that was just what you 
needed? You do not know anything at 
all about this unless you know when a 
man tries to return from evil courses of 
conduct, he runs against repulsions in- 
numerable. We say of some man, he 
lives a block or two from the church or 
half a mile from the church. There are 
people in our crowded cities who live a 
thousand miles from the church. 
Vast 
deserts of indifference between them 
and the house of God. The fact is, we 
must keep our respectability, though 
thousands and tens of thousands perish. 
Christ sat with publicans and sinners.

Gather up all 
the energies of body, mind, and soul, 
and, appealing to God for success, de- 
clare this day everlasting war against 
all drinking habits, all gambling prac- 
tices, all houses of sin.

But 
God is more mercitul than man. He allows 
Israel to meet and lay plans to depart from 
the true and beautiful plan of government 
handed down from the skies. That method 
they have brought into sad confusion, but 
it is through their own unfaithfulness and 
apostasy. Now instead of mending their 
ways, they assume to mend the pattern 
given to them. Or rather, they will put it 
wholly aside and fashion themselves after 
the nations about them. Truly, as has been 
said, "any villain can take away life, only 
God can give it." With reference to nations 
as well as to individuals the peril is the 
same. 
Man's free agency is a fearful 
legacy, a savor of life unto life, or of death 
unto death. 


Give Its a king to judge us. 
No wonder 
S^amuel was grieved. He was human, in 
the first place, and could not but see the 
slight only half hidden in the clever words. 
"Behold, thou art old. and thy sous walk 
not in thy ways." But he was given also in 
large degree the mind of God and ho could 
see the real and wretched affuDnt it was to 
Jehovah himself. "Now make us a king to 
judge us." they said, "like all the líaíioiis." 
Those last four words told the animus of it 
all. It was the evil influence of the nations 
again, worldly conformity. There were, in 
brief, three features to Israel's misde- 
meanor here. 
(1) It was a confession oí 
personal luke-warmness. We have tried to 
live up to the idea of the theocracy and 
failed. Give us a kinpr that he may rule for 
us and take the responsibility off our shoul- 
ders. 
(2) It was an acknowledgment of 
their real subjection to the heathen people 
who surrounded them and to whom they 
were appointed to teach a more excellent 
way. 
(3) It was a virtual testimony to 
thoir lack of faith in God, who had set him- 
self as their king and guardian, if they 
would but hear his voice. "The thing dis- 
pleased Samuel" because it, first of all, dis- 
pleased God. • 


And Samuel prayed 
unto Vie Lord. 
That 
was what saved Israel from entire extinc- 
tion. There was a man in her midst who 
prayed. O. the power of prayer! Often the 
church seems more ready to make terms 
with the world than with Goi^. Spirituality 
at a low ebb. secularism sweeping all be- 
fore it. Well for such a people if they have 
an undershepherd alone with God upon his 
knees. A Hugh Latimer, a John Knox, a 
Charles Wesley, Out of sight, it may be. 
and unknown to them, but "the effectual 
fervent prayer of a rishtedus man availeth 
much." Yes, it made up. in a degree, for 
the lack of homage all around. Over in 
Revelation, in the midst of the mysterious 
silence at the breaking of the seventh seal, 
John saw an angel come and stand at the 
altar, "having a golden censer, and there 
was given unto him much incense, that he 
should offer with the prayers of tlie saints 
—and the smoke of the incense which came 
with the prayers of the saints ascended up 
before God out ol the angel's hand." Tbe 
weaker the homage of men, the stronger 
let the prayers of saints be, for up thera a-' 
the throne it makes for worship. • 


Hearken unto their voice. 
God hears the 
voice of our prevalent desires. They are 
in a sense prayers lifted up to him. and 
often the worst thing that could happen to 
short-sighted 
humanity is to have its 
prayer granted—exactly as asked. Hence 
we say verv devoutly, in submission to the 
divine wisdom. "Thy will be done." Heze- 
kiah's reign, it appears, would have been 
more blameless and glorious had he not 
implored for those fifteen added vears— 
years of sin and judgment—for "Hezekiah 
rendered not again for the benefit done 
unto him: for his heart was lifted up, 
'therefore there was wrath upon him. and 
upon Judah and Jerusalem." (2 Chron. 32: 
25.) 
Remember the prayer under the 
leaves of the garden, "Nevertheless, not 
.my will but thine be done." 
, Aay. but we will have a king. 
They did it 
intelligently, deliberatelv, 
determinedly. 
'Was there ever a more clear an^ vivid pic- 
ture of tho ills of a kingly rule than that 
sketched by Samuel hero? The history of 
the nations declares its truth. Yet with 
these things distinctly before them, the peo- 
ple chose á king. With all his usurpations, 
oppressions, exactions, give us a king to 
rule over »is and "fight our battles"—"that 
we may also be like all the nations." O 
there is no sacrifice men will not lay at the 
feet of pride; there is nothing they will not 
endure or forego that they be in tho world's 
fashion. The thumbscrews and racks of 
custom put even the Papal inquisition in the 
shadow. "Nay, but we will." men say. It 
may cost health, Comfort life itself, vea. the 
everlasting soul, nevertheless we will have 
that of which our carnal minds make choice. 
Here is the cause of our wretchedness. Not 
ignorance, not heredity, habit, environment. 
It is petty willfulnesa that mars us. 
Kay, 
but we will! 


Fight our battles. 
Choose God to fight 
your battles. Why should Israel so soon 
forget that man who stood over against 
Joshua with the drawn sword in his hand? 
Did he not say very distinctly. "As oaptain 
of tbe host of the Lord am I come?" Hap- 
py it was for Israel that Ood in His forbear- 
ance raised up at last a man in the royal 
lineage after His own heart, who should 
say for Israel and for us. in words that shall 
last while life's stniggles continue. "The 
Lord saveth not with sword and spear; for 
the battle ir the Lord " 
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this appUcatkm as giving 
quickest relief.

fense of the vegetable kingdom by ag- 
gressive warfare upon these all-pervad-. 
ing pests. 
The torch is the means 
suggested as the best that can be used 
in this offensive and defensive warfare.^ 
Most of these insects are night 
flyers 
and the blind frenzy that 
possesses 
winged things of the" night to fly into 
lights is depended upon to make torches 
and bonfires available for this purpose.' ^ 


"While it is not probable that vegetn-* 
ble life is going to be given over en- 
tirely to the voraci'v*as little creatures 
of the insect world, it is an undeniable 
fact that they are doing a thri\T 
iness in the way of devouring 
tion and progagating 
their 
"Whether they are more voraoibns, 
more prolific than in i^ast years, 
whether the awakened intelligence 
the farmer takes more note of them 
than formerly is an open question. 
Probabilities are at least equally ia 
favor of the latter supposition. - fie 
this as it may, vigilant effort looking 
toAvard their extermination is prudent 
and timely. 
Torches and bonfires 
might prove a fatal allurement to hun- 
dreds of thousands of wigned insects, 
but why not abolish the shot-gun ancE 
give the birds a chance at the insects./ 


Insectivorous birds multiply with asV 
tonishing rapidity, when not interfere«^ 
with by so-called sportsmen. Farmers 
can prohibit 
shooting 
ui>on 
t h ^ 
grounds and in this way give the birds 
a chance to protect their crops. 
This 
an easy, natural and efficacious way to 
acc mplisli a desirable aud necessary 
decimation in the world of swarming, 
voracious insect life.
